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The History of Cole’s Seed Store 
A WORD OF FAREWELL 


Looking backward does not invariably arouse pleasant memories, but with sever- 
ing of our connection with ‘‘Cole’s Seed Store’ many a treasured recollection was 
brought to mind, especially in looking over the files of the different issues of our Seed 
Catalogue. 

We find that the first one dating back to over 50 years ago, was a small list of 8 
pages. 

It is interesting to note the wonderful progress that has been made here in the 
West. This is especially noticeable in our line for the many valuable improvements 
made by selection and breeding in the varieties of vegetables now grown. About 
two-thirds of the varieties grown over 50 years ago are superseded by better sorts 
and the old ones discarded and the same holds true of the Flower Kingdom. 

Two school boys, C. N. and E. M. Cole, started out to grow Seeds to supply the 
local demand. This of course was done on a small scale on the Home Farm, %4 mile 
east of Pella. They advertised their stock during the winter months as tested and 
live seeds, as most seed carried at that time by the stores was of doubtful nature. 
Their small catalogue brought many orders and they became busy at the little Seed 
Store on the farm, that the writer had to drop his school books and start to work. 

Later on they put out Commission Seed Boxes in the surrounding Country 
Towns and also among the Pella Merchants, as people began calling for Cole’s Seeds 
“that will grow’’. They kept growing seeds and increasing the list every year. In 
1879 they moved to Pella and opened up a Seed Store on the West Side of the Park. 
However, they soon outgrew this small Seed Shop and in 1888 they leased the Van 
Houten building on Franklin Street. A little later C. N. Cole withdrew from the 
business to go on the road for another Wholesale Seed House, the building was sold 
that we occupied and we had to vacate then. 

It is over 38 years ago we bought the present place on Main Street and opened 
up ‘‘Cole’s Seed Store’. Since we occupied this building we have done a large 
emount of advertising and put out a bigger Catalogue, 80 pages with Lithographed 
Cover. Also added a wholesale Flour and Feed Department. It is the oldest Seed 
Store in Iowa under one continuous management. In 1892 we introduced Cole’s 
Early Water Melon, which has become a popular and standard sort for the Northern 
States. 

Now we have arrived at a stage of life when we commence to feel that for the 
good of the business younger men must take hold and push it with new energy and 
ambition. 

We have sold our plant to the De Jong Floral Co., of this city who have been 
growing Plants and Flowers for several years and built up a fine business in this line 
and they will combine the two plants. 

We bespeak for our successors a continuance of your esteemed patronage and 
confidence so highly valued in the past by “‘Cole’s Seed Store”’. 

They will carry the same reliable stock of seed that we did, as they take over all 
our contracts we had out with the best growers, all seed is tested and they will try to 
sell only live and pure seed.

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Suggestions to Buyers 


PELLA, IOWA, January 1, 1926 


HOW TO ORDER.—Always use order sheet and prainted envelope sent with each Catalogue. Write 
plainly; keep a copy of your order. Do not order C. O. D. as it is an unnecessary expense to 
customers, as cost of collecting is added to all bills. 


REMITTING MONEY.—Cash should always accompany the order. Remittances may be made by 
either of the following methods: (1) Postoffice Money Orders; (2) Express Companies’ Money 
Orders; (3) Draft on New York or Chicago; (4) Registered Letters. Money sent by either meth- 
od is absolutely safe, and will cost from three to fifteen cents. When not convenient to make re- 
mittances by the above methods, by farmers living on Rural Routes, local checks will be accept- 
ed in payment. 


STAMPS received same as cash for small orders, or when notes are not obtainable, and they must be 
clean and in good condition, but will not be responsible for sums of One Dollar or over sent in this 
manner. Send only the 2c, 5c and 10c stamps. 


PARCEL POST.—Under the Parcel Post rates, to avoid confusion and misunderstanding with our cus- 
tomers, we send seeds in packets, ounces, quarter pounds, pounds and half pints, by mail prepaid 
to any part of the United States and Canada. 


For the nearby points in the 2nd and 8rd zones, on heavy packages, in 5 and 10 lb. lots, or for 
% pk. or peck of Beans, Corn and Peas, we can send these prepaid by mail at a saving over ex- 
press rates if preferred. 


For the 2nd zone it will cost from 10 to 20 cts., for the 3rd zone from 15 to 35 ets., according 
to weight. 


If customers will remit this additional sum above the amount of the order we can send the 
seeds by mail prepaid, otherwise we have to send by express at their expense. 


For the farther zones it will come cheaper to have them sent by express. 
Your postmaster can inform you in what zone you are located from Pella. 


SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS.—When goods are to be shipped by Freight or Express give plain ship- 
ping directions; otherwise we use our best judgment in regard to the matter. 


PREPAID RAILROAD STATIONS.—Customers who live at such points where there is no agent 
should send enough money to pay freight charges. When too much is sent, will return balance. 
Else will have to send to nearest station where there is an agent. 


NAME AND ADDRESS.—In sending an order please be particular in giving Name, Postoffice, County, 
and State, in full, distinctly written. We are often in receipt of orders from customers who not 
only forget to sign their names, but also their place of residence, thus causing a delay of weeks 
in the execution of their orders. Write your orders plainly, separate from the body of the letter. 


SAFE ARRIVAL OF PACKAGES.—We guarantee the safe arrival of packages of seeds and bulbs, in 
good condition in every case. If the package is injured or lost we will replace it as soon as in- 
formed of the fact. Sometimes it happens that orders never reach us. When customers fail to 
receive their seeds or bulbs in a reasonable time, they should inform us, and at the same time 
send a duplicate copy of their order, which can be filled at once, and save much delay. 


MISTAKES.—We take utmost care in filling orders, still errors will happen in spite of all care. Write 
us at once with a copy of the original order if possible, and mistakes will be promptly rectified. 
Please do not return goods until you hear from us. 


CHANGE OF ADDRESS.—If you have changed, or intend to change your address, please let us know, 
so that we may change it on our books. 


ORDER EARLY.—It would greatly facilitate shipment if our customers would send in as many orders 
as possible during the month of February, because our stock is then complete and ready for mail- 
ing, and you will be sure to get what you send for; and what is more important to you, the seeds 
will be at hand for planting just when you want them.

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HOLLAND OR FALL BULBS 


These we have in stock in September and Oc- 
tober. They are mostly importeed from Holland 
and arrive in this country during September. Oc- 
tober is the best month to plant them and they 
will give you beautiful flowers in April and May. 
When other flowers are scarce and so much more 
they will be appreciated. Orders can be sent in 
during the spring and summer and will be filled as 
soon as bulbs are received. 


CULTURE. Fall bulbs can be planted outdoors 
till ground freezes up. Select a sunny place of 
rich mellow soil, where water will not stand. 
Plant Hyacinth and Tulip bulbs from 5 to 6 
inches apart and from 4 to 5 inches deep. They 
can be left in the bed for 2 to 3 years or taken 
up every summer after tops have died. Cover 
with manure or leaves after ground freezes up. 


Narcissus ought to be planted 10 to 12 inches 
apart and 6 inches deep; they can be planted in 
any place and be left in the ground as they in- 
crease in beauty every year. 


HOUSE CULTURE. Use the largest bulbs for 
this purpose, the 4 or 5 in. pot are large enough. 
Use good rich mellow sandy soil, set bulb deep 
enough to cover with dirt, give a good soaking 
and set pot in a cool dark place for 4 to 6 weeks, 
so bulbs can make a good root growth, water oc- 
easionally if dry. When brought into the win- 
dow they should be kept near the light, but not 
in full sunshine for any length of time. A cool 
temperature suits bulbs best.

The requirements for a good crop are rich soil, deep plowing, high manuring, good seed and thor- 
ough after culture. For early use, sow seed of the early kinds in the hot-bed, or in a box in the 
house, early in February, and transplant them in the open ground in April, in rows two feet apart 
and eighteen inches between the plants in a row; or sow in a seed-bed outside as soon as the soil can 
be worked, if you do not care for real early cabbage. These may be transplanted in about four weeks. 
For second early cabbage, sow in April and transplant in May. For late cabbage, sow in May and 
transplant in June, in rows three feet apart and two feet apart in the row. Im transplanting cabbage 
or caulifiower it is important that the plant is set down to the first leaf; that the stem may not be 
injured in case of frost: be careful not to cover the keart of the plant. Hoe every week and stir the 
ground deep. As they advance in growth, draw a little earth to the plants until they begin to head. To 
prevent splitting or bursting of cabbage, go frequently over the ground and start every cabbage that 
appears about to mature, by pushing them over sideways, which breaks some of the roots and checks 
its growth. To prevent the attacks of cabbage fiy on small plants dust thoroughly with plaster, air- 
slacked lime. or wood ashes freely over the young planis. For the cabbage worm, try “Slug-Shot.”
